told her mother that she might 
spen d the day with a girl frien d, 
80 n o un easin ess was felt when she 
did n ot return . 
W hen even in g came her family 
thought she had probably remain ed 
with her frien d to atten d even in g 
church services, but when it came 
time for her to be home an d she 
did 
n ot 
appear 
they 
became 
alarmed.

Pfeiffer 
family are positive 
that Light 
forced the youn g woman to leave 
tow n with him. 
Mrs. Smith, matron at the M., 
K . & T. station , believes that she 
saw the couple in the wom en ’s 
w aitin g room Sun day morn in g. 
Others say that the girl was heard 
to say that she did n ot wan t to 
“ go,” but did n ot hear where she 
in ten ded goin g,

The water committee of the city 
council is expected to make its re­ 
port at tonight’s meeting of the 
council. 
This is one of the most imoortant 
matters that has been before the 
Sedalia public for 
years and its 
final 
disposition 
will 
affect 
the 
financial interests of every property 
owner. 
A s the D e m o c ra t understands 
it the water company asks that its 
failure to furnish adequate pres­ 
sure in case of a fire be punished 
only by a fine of $10 or $20 per 
day, and that the company be left 
free to get water from any source 
it pleases. 
Under such a provision the water 
service would be worth practically 
nothing as a protection to property 
in case of a fire, and insurance 
companies would count upon total 
instead of partial lo«ce8 and make 
their rates accordingly. 
On the other hand, the public 
demands that the company be com­ 
pelled, nnder pain of forfeiture of 
its franchise, to furnish an ade­ 
quate supply of soft 
water with 
pressure 
sufficient 
to 
reasonable insurance rates, or in 
case of extortion by the insurance 
companies, 
to 
warrant property 
owners in carrying a portion of 
their own insurance. 
It is a plain case of the public 
interest on the one s.de and the 
private interest of the water com­ 
pany on the other side 
W ith such a question before the 
council every citizen who can pos­ 
sibly do so should be present to 
note the action of the officials who 
are sworn to pro ect and serve the 
interests of the pe >ple. 
Neither official nor private citi­ 
zen has any light to guide him in 
this matter except the lamp of ex­ 
perience, 
The policy of the com­ 
pany in the past will be its policy 
in the future, if it can iniluei ce a 
majority of the council in its favor. 
The meeting of the council to­ 
night may mark an epoch in Se- 
dalia^s history. 
Be present, if you 
can, and set: that justice is done to 
the public as well as to the com­ 
pany which has failed to build the 
promised pipe line, failed to fur­ 
nish adequate pressure and failed 
to properly filter the water fur­ 
nished to consumers. 
Y ou r alderman will be glad to 
see you at the council chambers to­ 
night. 
Go there and see for your­ 
self what is done.

DIED AT POKTLAND, ORE. 


Deceased Was Known tr om One End 
of the Uonntr y to the Other as a 
Wr iter and Enter tainer .^

death of Col. ‘ P at” 
Donan, which 
occur r ed at Por tland, Or e., Mon- 
day, June 2. 
In the passing of Col. Donan, a 
conspicuous figur e in the political, 
liter ar y and social life of the nation 
is 
r emoved, 
says 
Sunday’ s 
St. 
Louis Post Dispatch, 
Ther e wer e 
few 
men who possessed 
such a 
pleasant degr ee of ver satility in ac­ 
complishments 
or 
who 
attained 
such enviable pr ominence, the lati­ 
tude of which was bounded only 
by the tw o oceans. 
H e was bor n at Pensecola, Fla., 
sixty-two year s ago, and his fir st 
newspaper wor k consisted of con­ 
tr ibutions 
t j 
the 
countr y pr ess, 
paper s in Monr oe county, Mo. 
In 
ear ly year s he evinced mar ked apti­ 
tude for the pr ofession, which de­ 
veloped into r ar e genius. 
His ex­ 
per ience embr aced a wide r ange of 
wor k. 
He climbed the ladder of 
fame r apidly. 
He was connected 
with the St. Joseph Vindicator , 
and after war ds was associated with 
Ethan A llen in the publication of 
the old Lexington (Mo.) 
Caucas- 
sian, a paper which claimed the 
honor of nominating Hor ace Gr ee- 
ly 
for 
pr esident 
of 
the United 
S ta te ;. 
It .8 said that Col. Donan made a 
per sonal tr ip to Washington to in­ 
duce Mr . Gr eely to take the nomi­ 
nation, and when he r etur ned to 
Lexington issued a special edition 
of his paper , with the glar ing head­ 
lines : 
“ 
Hor ace Gr eely, the Devil, 
Or A n ybody to Beat G r ant.” 
The 
ar ticle cr eated consider able 
com­ 
ment all over the countr y and was 
w idely copied. 
Col. Donan was 
also connected with John Mulially 
in the publication of the Metr o­ 
politan 
Recor d, and 
for awhile 
was managing editor of the Ar gus 
at Far go, N . D. 
His exper ience in the newspaper 
spher e locally was confined to his 
association with the old St. Louis 
Times. 
He 
contfibuted 
many 
ar ticles to the metr opolitan pr ess 
and per iodicils over the nom de 
plume, “ 
R . E. Bell” 
and was a 
caustic, fear less wr iter . 
Col. Do- 
nan’s favor ite themes wer e existing 
political 
conditions 
and 
popular 
fads of the public, which he often 
tr eated with wither ing sar casm. 
Col. Donan won his title by ser ­ 
vice in the ar my of Vir ginia, pass­ 
ing thr ough the entir e civil str ife 
and par ticipating in many battles. 
He was a str ong confeder ate and 
souther n 
sympathizer long after 
the shot and bhell of battle had 
been clear ed 
away. 
He 
cr eated 
some 
excitement 
by 
voluntar ily 
dictating the pr esidential policy of 
the late Ruther for d B. Hayes, an 
incident 
that 
caused 
the 
entir e 
south to ar ise en mass and demand 
an explanation as to whether he 
had gone back on his favor ite land. 
A s a social leader the deceased 
was a gener al favor iie. 
He had 
car te 
blanche 
to W hite Sulphur 


spr ings, the noted Vir ginia r esor t, 
and for twelve seasons was a guest 
of honor ther e, simply to enter tain 
the belles of society pr esent fr om 
all par ts of the countr y. 
No func­ 
tion of national impor tance was 
consider ed quote complete without 
his pr esence. 
A s an after -dinner 
speaker he was known fr om the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, fr om Flor - 
ida to Maine, and was fr equently 
called thousands of miles to pr eside 
as 
master 
at 
some 
swell social 
event. 
It might tr uthfully be said 
that he spent his life in his valises, 
tr aveling all the time. 
Col. Donan did not mar r y until 
1897, his br ide being Miss Elea- 
nor a Br own, a beautiful young gir l 
of Por tland, Or egon, which place 
had been his r esidence ever since. 
She, 
with 
one 
child, 
sur vives. 
Col. Donan’s r eal given name was 
Peter , the sobr iquet, Pat, having 
been applied to him by a r epubli­ 
can editor of Indiana shor tly after 
the war , in r efer r ing to him as a

r ed-faced Ir ishman,”

of an editor ial tilt which had been 
in pr ogr ess for sever al months.

Pacific, sixteen on the Iron Moun­ 
tain and one on the Kansas C ity 
& Southwestern. 
The erection of 
these structures will be finished at 
the earliest possible moment. 
On the Central branch twelve 


steel or iron bridges, begun in 1900, 
were finished in 
1901. 
The sys­ 
tem has now 3,637 miles of line 
with truss spans and trestles of 
sufficient capacity to carry loccmo- 
tives weighing up to n o tons, en­ 
gines and tenders combined. 
During the past year the com­ 
pany has filled, replaced by cul­ 
verts or partly filled, 14 702 lineal 
feet of frame trestles.
